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The world in which we live today is in a state of chaos, confusion, and degeneration. These times are 
perilous, so much so that the world is now on the brink of WWIII. We are frightened, disoriented, unsure 
of where to turn for answers. However, if we took a moment and turned away from that which is seen, we 
would discover a beauty in this life. One must find for themselves this experience, and only by questioning 
our existence and what we think we may know, will we be able to do so. 


It is only natural to question all things that confront us. If we do not ask questions then we cannot gain in 
knowledge. Questioning has always been the road to discovery and thus what may seem confusing or 
contradictory then becomes clear as crystal. It is therefore imperative that what we know or come to 
discover is based upon facts and infallible proofs. 


We have all been give the will to understand and the initiative to investigate and search for truth. It is a 
God-given right. If we are to succeed we must be willing to rid ourselves of all pre-conceived ideas, clearing 
away all we have learned previously to open the door to new knowledge and truth. 


The beauty and glory of this age is beyond any that have previously existed. From beyond the veil of 
uncertainty and doubt have come the most momentous events in all history. True recognition of our being 
is not an ideal that may be taken lightly, nor is it something we can continue to ignore. It has been placed 
outside of normal thought in a society which has placed its means of survival on that which can only 
fleetingly give any real happiness and peace. Throughout life, fears, doubt, dreams, and joy drift in and out 
like the ocean tide. Consider the man and woman who oblivious to all that surrounds them share their love, 
hopes and dreams. This feeling of sublime joy lasts but an instant and suddenly becomes non-existent in 
the shadows of struggle and loss. 


What we consider and see as nature is a condition, consisting in life and death, subject to absolute 
organization and determined laws. It is in complete order with a finished design, from which it can never 
deviate. Observing nature itself, we may distinguish that it has no intelligence or will. For example, the 
nature of the sun is radiance or the nature of fire is to burn. It is quite evident that the natural movements 
of all this are compelled, with no voluntary movements found except within the animal and man. Nature, 
by not having an intelligence or will of its own, is completely in the hands of its Creator, for that which is 
powerless cannot create itself. Man, likewise, could not create himself for he is imperfect. Man is the highest 
form of creation upon this planet. Within each of us exists the lesser creations beginning with the mineral. 
These minerals exist as crystalline substances and are not of the vegetable or animal origin. 


The vegetable is a combination of elements like the mineral. However, the vegetable has the power of 
growth and reproduction. It sends it roots into the mineral and through its seed may reproduce. It can thus 
be said that the existence of the vegetable and the power of its growth is brought about by the seed through 
the influence and effects of other existences. When these elements separate from each other it ceases to 
exist or may become part of a higher existence. 


The animal is also a combination of elements to a much greater degree and more complete. In the animal 
exists the mineral and vegetable. It also has the powers of the five senses, hearing, sight, taste, touch, and 
smell, through which it perceives the reality of things. It does not have an intellect and thus cannot 
comprehend its existence or the environment it has been placed in. Like the vegetable, when the elements 
which comprise the animal separate and decompose, to too ceases to exist. 


The body of man is composed of elements and mingled in perfect form. Within exists the mineral, vegetable, 
and animal. We also have the human spirit giving us the power of discovery and this grows and develops 
through the animal spirit. The body may be compared to crystal and the spirit to the sun. If the crystal 
breaks, the sun will continue to exist. Our bodies cease to exist but no harm comes to the spirit. This spirit 
has two aspects,, divine, which is perfection, and satanic, which is imperfection. The rational soul and the 
human spirit designate one thing. The spirit embraces all things and discovers the reality of things, actual 
existence or true state of affairs. However, unless the human spirit is assisted by the heavenly spirit, or the 
Spirit of Faith, it cannot perceive the divine realities or the reason for his being. 


God created us so that He would become known after His likeness. 


Then God said, ‘Let us make man in our image, after our likeness; and let them have 
dominion of the fish of the sea, and over the birds of the air, and over the cattle, and over all 
the earth.’ So God created man in his own image, in the image of God he created him; male 
and female he created them...and called their name Adam in the day in which they were 
created. 


God blessed man by giving him the gift of the intellect, placing him above all His creation. He left 
within man an imperfection for He not only desired to be known but also loved. It is only through 
our free-will that we may either choose to love God or rebel against Him. In return for our love of 
God, He gave us another gift, the gift of eternal life with Him. For us to attain eternal life and the 
perfection of our soul we are in need of the heavenly spirit. This heavenly spirit comes from the 
breath of the Holy Spirit and Divine Power becomes the cause of eternal life. 


The Holy Spirit is the mediator between God and man. The Divine Reality may be likened to the 
sun and the rays of the sun as the Holy Spirit. The rays of the sun are what gives us warmth and 
makes things grow. The Promised Ones of God are like the rays of the sun. It is through them the 
power of the Holy Spirit gives light and life to our souls. We are very much in need of this power, 
for without it, we remain only in the image of the animal and thus we do not achieve our purpose 
which is to know and love God. Only in receiving this power are we able to receive help from the 
Divine Reality and enable us to encounter the source of all life. 


Material sources alone cannot illumine our soul. The true basis for life is spiritual happiness as life 
was created for happiness and spiritual happiness is eternal life. The reality then of material 
happiness is that it does not exist for it can only slightly remove our sorrows and afflictions. 
Material blessings such as food and drink give no delight to the mind or pleasure to the soul. They 
only furnish bodily wants and desires. 


It is evident that we not only need to be educated and progress intellectually but spiritually. We 
thus need the spiritual virtues of love, justice, mercy, compassion, generosity, concord, harmony, 
forgiveness and so forth. Our material development is like the glass of a lamp. The Divine virtues 
are the light within the glass. The lamp is worthless without the light. Our material condition 
requires enlightenment of the Divine virtues for without it we are lifeless, spiritually dead. As we 
are born into the light of the physical world, so too must we be born into the light of the world of 
divinity. In the very beginning of our life we existed in an embryonic form, an existence far 


different from this physical world. In this embryonic world we received that which was necessary 
for our survival in this physical plane of existence, eyes, ears, nose, hands, feet, legs, and so forth. 
This was all in preparation for a completely new existence. In this world we must therefore prepare 
for the next. In this next and higher plane of existence we need spirituality, faith, assurance, the 
knowledge and love of God. These must be attained in this present world. The Divine world is a 
world of light, thus we have need of illumination here. It is a world of love, the love of God is 
essential. It is a world of perfection, virtues or perfections must be acquired. It is a kingdom of life 
everlasting, it must be attained during this vanishing existence. 


Repeatedly during the six thousand years of the Adamic cycle, God has sent His Promised Ones, 
each bearing a fresh message of the logos, or the Thoughts of God as expressed in the spoken word 
or revelation. We have continually been given a new opportunity to cease our rebellion and turn 
unto God and follow His Covenant. Each time, we have invariably exercised our free-will calling 
for the release of Barabbas, slaying the Messenger sent, repudiating the Everlasting Covenant, 
subverting the Cause of God. We continually believe we can supersede the Plan of God with one 
of our own design. 


If we were to examine closely the rise and fall of civilizations we would undeniably conclude that 
is was through the teachings of God’s Promised Ones that brought about great civilizations. We 
would also conclude that the fall of civilizations is due to the corruption of the Divine teachings, 
by slanderous deceit and lies, the making and worshipping of idols, our greed for material wealth 
and power with a total disregard for the needs of our fellow man. 


The greatest history books ever written are the Divine writings of every major faith. For the 
Christian it is the Bible. It has been the most studied, the most questioned and unfortunately the 
cause for the greatest disunity among people and nations. It has been slanderously rejected by some 
and heretically misinterpreted by others. Scripture gives a narrative of God’s plan for His creation 
from the age of Adam to the establishment of God’s kingdom on earth. 


It would appear that people today still adhere to the age old words of Petronius, who in turn echoed 
Lucretius, “it was fear that first made the gods’ — fear of hidden forces in the earth, rivers, oceans, 
trees, wind, and sky. Throughout our evolvement religion became the worship of these forces 
through offerings, sacrifice, incantations, and prayers. The priesthood throughout history used these 
fears to support the morality and laws of their theologies and thus religion became vital for the 
people and a rival to the state. The Church claimed to stand above all states while at the same time 
serving the state. France made the papacy her political tool while growing in wealth and power. It 
stooped to fraud with the making of mechanical idols that cried and bled, and likewise dubious 
miracles and pious legends. It profited from a mythical “Donation of Constantine” that allegedly 
bequeathed Western Europe to Pope Sylvester I, and from “False Decretals” that forged a series of 
documents to give a sacred antiquity to papal omnipotence. 


Teaching love and peace the church spread its theologies and doctrines by the sword. The church 
has done well in giving us a religion rich in miracle, mystery, and myth. The clergy have used both 
the power of life and death over the masses of the people teaching a mirage of ill-founded hopes. 


We are presently on a rapidly increasing downward spiral. We continuously refuse to use the 
intellect that God gave us and turn to the promised Divine Physician, through whose revelation all 
the ills of the world can be cured. We are blind as to the purpose of our existence and with conscious 
knowledge have turned from God and thus only torment awaits. 


The earth lies polluted 
under the inhabitants; 
for they have transgressed the laws, 
violated the statutes, 
broken the everlasting covenant. 
Therefore a curse devours the earth, 
and its inhabitants suffer for their 
guilt; 
therefore the inhabitants of the earth 
are scorched, 
and few men left. 
Isaiah 24:5, 6 
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In the gospel of Mathew, chapter twenty-four, the disciples asked him when he would return. They asked 
three questions: (1) when his return would be? (2) What would be the sign of his coming? (3) When 
would be the close of the age? Jesus does not give them a direct answer. He first warns of false “Christs” 
coming in his name. What did he mean by this statement? First we need to understand the meaning of the 
word “Christ.” It is a title meaning one who is anointed of the house of David. It was not the last name of 
Jesus as many presume. Scripture clearly shows there would be the appearance of two Christs with both 
having a distinct mission. The first would be the suffering Messiah who would atone for iniquity. Isaiah 
53 provides a graphic description of this suffering Messiah. The second appearance of Christ would be 
the reigning or king Messiah who would usher in an age of peace and justice. 


Christian doctrine holds to a theory that the appearance of the two Christs are the same person. Hal 
Lindsey points out that there are going to be two Messiahs according to prophecy. 


Men viewed these portraits of the Messiah in the same manner they saw two different 
persons but missed the connection. They did not perceive that there could be just one 
Messiah, coming in two different roles, and separated by the valley of time. 


Jesus of Nazareth was a descendant of David, an absolute requirement to be the Messiah. However, he 
was not of the direct line of kings from Solomon, which is why he stated his kingdom was not of this 
world. Jesus could not have sat on the throne of David in the visible world. Jesus the Christ was from the 
line of Nathan who did not sit on the throne. According to scripture, “David would never lack a man to sit 
on the throne of the house of Israel” (Jer.33:17). 


When Nebuchadnezzar conquered Jerusalem he brought King Jehoiachin and the throne of David into 
Babylon in a place called the area of pure lineage. He placed Jehoiachin in prison where he remained for 37 
years. Another king, Evil-merodach, took Jehoiachin (or Jeconiah) out of prison, dressed him back in his royal 
robes and placed him back on his throne of King David in Babylon (see 2 Kings 25:27-30). Jehoiachin, 
Shenazzar and their descendants remained in the country of Babylon and were called exilarchs, meaning King 
David’s lineage in exile. They survived well in the Zoroastrian Empire, then in the Greek empire, then in the 
Parthian empire, then under the Sassanian Dynasty. Many of the Parthians converted to Judaism. At the start 
of the Muslim empire, the Davidic King, Bostanai, married Princess Dara, the daughter of Yazdigird III (the 
last king of the Sassanian Dynasty), by the matchmaking of Ali, the successor of Muhammad (being the first 
of the twelve imams). In 817 AD, the exilarch Isaac Iskoi Ben Moses converted to Islam and moved himself 
and his family to the area of Tabaristan, Persia near Tehran. The true line of Davidic kings never returned to 
Jerusalem but remained protected within this region. 


In deifying Jesus, Christian doctrine denies Jesus to be a descendant of David and scripture states that 
they are of the antichrist. John writes anyone who says that Jesus is not the Christ is the antichrist (1 
John 2:22). By saying Jesus is not a descendant of David, claiming that God is the father, they are 
antichrist. God is not a descendant of David. Jesus must be a descendant of David to be the Christ. 


Jesus was therefore saying to his disciples that if anyone with the name of Jesus, who call themselves the 
Christ, are false and would lead many astray. Jesus then directs the disciples to turn to the book of Daniel 
where it speaks of the desolating sacrilege (vs. 15). 


Then I heard a holy one speaking; and another holy one said to the one that spoke, ‘For how long 
is the vision concerning the continual burnt offering, that transgression that makes desolate, and 
the giving over of the sanctuary and host to be trampled under foot’? And he said to him, ‘For 
two thousand and three hundred evenings and mornings; then the sanctuary shall be restored to 
its rightful state (Dan. 8:13, 14). 
There are three phrases that are of significance; “the continual burnt offering,” “ 
desolate,” and “the sanctuary.” 


transgression that makes 


The abomination or transgression that makes desolate refers to the Jews having bowed down to idols, 
which made the temple desolate of the presence of God. Without this protection, Nebuchadnezzar had 
taken the people away as captives and had the city of Jerusalem and the temple destroyed. Daniel writes 
that the sanctuary would be restored to its rightful state after 2300 days/years. This transgression ended 
when King Artaxerxes gave the order to rebuild Jerusalem in 457 BC. Although the temple had been 
rebuilt, the sanctuary had not yet been cleansed. Under the law of Moses, the sanctuary was cleansed with 
the blood of an unblemished animal, sheep, and goats. Paul goes into detail in his letter to the Hebrews 
showing Jesus to have cleansed the sanctuary with the shedding of his blood. However, Jesus cleansed the 
sanctuary in heaven with his death on the cross. Jesus told us to pray for the kingdom of God on earth as 
it is in heaven. Thus the true temple comes from the heaven of prophecy. Paul writes that the earthly 
temple is but a copy of the true temple in heaven. Thus the sanctuary on earth must also be cleansed with 
blood. From the year 457 BC to the birth of Jesus there are 456 years. Subtracting this from the 2300 
years gives us the date of 1844 AD. 


The cleansing of the sanctuary on earth that would occur at a later time would take as great a sacrifice as 
Jesus’ sacrifice on the cross. This took place at the appointed time with the appearance of God’s Promised 
One who by his sacrifice would cleanse the sanctuary on earth. 1844 was the appointed time prophesied 
by Daniel, the very year the Bab, or door/gate, made his proclamation. Jesus prophesied of his name when 
he stated that he was the door of the sheep (John 10:1,2,7). 


Verily, verily I say unto you, he that entereth not by the door into the sheepfold...is a thief and a 
robber. But he that entereth by the door is the shepherd of the sheep... am the door of the sheep. 


Jesus did not speak English, rather, a Galilean dialect of Aramaic, and the way to say door/gate was Bab. 
His given name was Siyyid Ali-Muhammad, born October 20, 1819, in Shiraz, Persia. Many will say how 
can this be. The Promised Ones of God do not come in a manner according to their pre-conceived ideas. 
The Jews were awaiting the coming of their Messiah, one who would release them from under the 
oppression of the Roman government. Even his disciples believed he would be the king Messiah. “But we 
had hoped that he was the one to redeem Israel” (Luke 24:1). They then recognized that Jesus was not 
the king Messiah but the suffering Messiah. 


The Bab cleansed the sanctuary (not made by hands) on earth with his martyrdom and that of 10,000 of 
his followers who were persecuted during his mission. This was prophesied in the book of Enoch that the 
book of Jude reiterated and in the book of Deuteronomy. 


And Enoch also, the seventh from Adam, prophesied of these saying, ‘Behold the Lord cometh 
with ten thousands of His saints, to execute judgment upon all, and to convince all that are 
ungodly among them of all their ungodly deeds, which they have ungodly committed, and of all 
their hard speeches, which ungodly sinners have spoken against him’ (Jude 1:14). 


The Lord came from Sinai [Moses], and dawned from Seir [Jesus] upon us; he shone forth from 
Mount Paran [Muhammad], he came from the ten thousands of holy ones [Babi’s], with flaming 
fire at his right hand [Baha’u’llah, the glory of the Father] (Deut. 33:2). 


The martyrdom of the Bab and his followers paved the way for “him whom God shall make manifest,” 
the second advent of Messiah ben David, the king Messiah. With their martyrdom, the door was opened 
for the coming of the king Messiah. The Bab closed the door to the age of prophecy and opened the door 
to the age of fulfillment. He was the forerunner of the return of Christ in the same manner John the 
Baptist was the forerunner for Jesus, the Christ. Jesus gave a clear understanding of what it means by 
“return.” Jesus had sent his disciples among the people to teach that the promised Messiah had appeared. 
They were not the most learned in the land and as the doctors, lawyers, rabbis, and priests of the age 
confronted them they became confused, for the writings clearly stated that Elijah must appear before the 
Messiah. "Lo, I will send you Elijah, the prophet, before the day of the Lord comes, the great and terrible 
day." Sorely perplexed, the disciples questioned Jesus as to the coming of Elijah. In reply, Jesus stated: 


"Elijah is indeed coming and he will restore all things. I assure you though, that Elijah 
has already come, but they did not recognize him and they did as they pleased with him. 
The Son of man will suffer at their hands in the same manner". The disciples then 
realized that he had been speaking to them about John the Baptiser. 


The Jews, however, could not accept that John was the return of Elijah, for scripture recorded that Elijah 
had gone up into heaven in a flaming chariot in a whirlwind and it was believed he would return in like 
manner. They could not perceive the difference between sky and heaven. The people thus expected the 
same individual, the same body of Elijah to return. To further add to the confusion, when questioned as to 
whether he was the return of Elijah, John answered, "/ am not Elijah." Jesus said he was Elijah. John said 
that he was not. This was done in order that the people would learn a lesson as to the meaning of the 
return. When Jesus spoke of John as being the return of Elijah, he was referring to the light or Spirit, "in 
the spirit and power of Elijah." John was saying that he was not the same lamp (person) of Elijah, rather, 
a different lamp that radiated the same Light. Historically we cannot fully distinguish one from the other. 
Although separated in time by nine hundred years, we find both having lived in the desert, living on 
locusts and honey, dressed in camels' hair, and calling upon the people to repent and return to the Lord. 


Christians today accept that John was the return of Elijah. Why then do they fail to see that the return of 
Jesus, the Christ, is not the same individual, rather than a different individual radiating the same Light? It 
is because the true nature of Jesus was oppressed, that is, he was deified and is worshipped as God in 
place of the One True God of Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob. Jesus was the speaker of the Word, the 
intermediary between God and man in the same manner Moses was the intermediary between God and 
man and while he was on earth he was the presence of God. Moses then placed the presence of God 
symbolically within the tabernacle or Temple, which was but a copy of the true Temple in heaven. 


The Temple thus returns from the heaven of prophecy and Daniel gave the date for the cleansing of the 
sanctuary here on earth, 1844. The Bab made his proclamation on May 23, 1844 and opened the door for 
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the revelation of the kingdom of God on earth that is given through the return of Christ, the glory of the 
Father. 


In Mark 8:38 Jesus said, “Whosoever is ashamed of me and my words in this adulterous and sinful 
generation, of him will the son of man also be ashamed when he comes in the glory of the Father with his 
holy angels.”’ Jesus was prophesying the name in which the Christ would return, the glory of the Father, 
and in the language Jesus spoke would be rendered Baha’u’Ilah. 


In Daniel 12:7 we read, “and that when the shattering of the power of the holy people comes to an end all 
these things would be accomplished.” This is referring to the Edict of Toleration signed in 1844, which 
allowed the Jews to own property, live, and practice their religion in Jerusalem. Daniel continues: “7 
heard, but I did not understand. Then I said, ‘O my lord, what shall be the issue of these things?’ He said, 
‘Go your way, Daniel, for the words are shut up and sealed until the time of the end.’” This means that 
the prophecies given by Daniel will not be understood until the latter days with the coming of those who 
fulfill the prophecy. The proof of prophecy is in its fulfillment. 


We now continue with another prophecy given by Daniel in chapter twelve, verse eleven. “And from the 
time that the continual burnt offering is taken away, and the abomination that makes desolate is set up, 
there shall be a thousand two hundred and ninety days.” The “continual burnt offering”’ that is taken 
away refers to the coming of Jesus, the Christ. As I mentioned previously, Jesus did away with this 
practice with his sacrifice and shedding of blood on the cross. This sacrifice that was instituted by Jesus 
was his body and blood continued symbolically in the form of the Eucharist. Jesus ended the animal 
sacrifice required by the laws of Moses and the one who would come after Jesus ended the ritual of the 
Eucharist. It was Muhammad who made his proclamation in 613 AD who did away with the ritual of the 
Eucharist. “The abomination that makes desolate is set up,” is a reference to the treachery that was 
committed by two Jewish tribes during a battle in which Muhammad was nearly killed. At this time, 
Muhammad then changed the direction of prayer from Jerusalem to the city of Mecca, making the holy 
city of the Jews desolate. (The Dome of the Rock of Islam is situated in the center of the Temple Mount, 
the site of Solomon’s Temple and the second Temple, which was expanded under Herod the Great, and 
destroyed in 70 AD. It is believed to be over the Holy of Holies.) The 1290 days/years are lunar years and 
start from the proclamation of Muhammad, which was 10 years prior to the start of the Islamic Calendar 
that began when Muhammad had won a victory and united all the tribes of Arabia under Islam. From the 
proclamation of Muhammad to the proclamation of Baha’u’llah there are exactly 1290 lunar years or the 
year 1280 AH (1290 -10 = 1280). This Islamic year corresponds exactly to the Gregorian year of 1863 
when Baha’u’llah made his proclamation in the garden of Ridvan on April 21, 1863. 


Again from Daniel we read: “At that time, shall arise Michael, the great prince, who has charge of your 
people” (Dan. 12:1). The word “Michael” means “one like God, that is, a Promised One from God who 
will reflect God to the people, an intermediary, the speaker of the Word. He is a “great prince” because he 
is a direct male descendant of King David and is seated upon the throne of David. 


The Most Great Law is come, and the Ancient Beauty ruleth upon the throne of David. Thus hath 
My Pen spoken that which the histories of bygone ages have related. At this time, however, David 
crieth aloud and saith: ‘O my loving Lord! Do thou remember me with such as have stood 
steadfast in Thy Cause, O Thou through Whom the faces have been illumined, and the footsteps 
have slipped!’ 


The Breath hath been wafted, and the Breeze hath blown, and from Zion hath appeared that 
which was hidden, and from Jerusalem is heard the Voice of God, the One, the Incomparable, the 
Omniscient. 


In the book of Isaiah we read, “For out of Zion shall go forth the law, and the word of the Lord from 
Jerusalem” (Isa. 2:3), and again, “Jt shall come to pass in the latter days that the mountain of the house 
of the Lord shall be established as the highest of the mountains, and it shall be raised above the hills and 
all the nations of the world shall flow to it” (Isa.2:2). These prophecies are for the latter days, the days in 
which we are now in. Zion is a reference to the city of David showing Baha’u’llah is a descendant of 
David seated upon the throne of David. The mountain is Mount Carmel where a universal body of 
arbitration will be established — the house of the Lord. Jerusalem means the city of peace. This pertains to 
the New Jerusalem that comes out of the heaven of prophecy in Revelation 21:10. “And he carried me 
away in the spirit to a great high mountain, and showed me that great city the Holy Jerusalem, 
descending out of heaven from God.” This heavenly Jerusalem is the new revelation, the revelation of 
Baha’u’llah that brings the laws and ordinances for the kingdom of God on earth. 


Isaiah also gives the purpose of Baha’u’llah’s coming — his mission. In chapter nine, verses six and seven, 
it is written: 


For to us a child is born, to us a son is given; and the government will be upon his shoulder, and 
his name will be called Wonderful Counselor, Mighty God, Everlasting Father, Prince of Peace. 
Of the increase of his government and of peace there will be no end, upon the throne of David, 
and over his kingdom, to establish it, and to uphold it with justice and with righteousness from 
this time forth and for ever more. The zeal of the Lord of hosts will do this. 


Theologians tell us that this prophecy refers to Jesus, the Christ. The only thing Jesus ever said about 
government was “Render unto Caesar the things that are Caesar’s and to God the things that are God’s”’ 
(Matt. 22:21). Jesus did not bring a government or a kingdom. His mission was to “atone for iniquity.” 
His appearance was the sacrificial Lamb. With his death on the cross he released the Jews from the 
Mosaic law of sacrificing an unblemished animal for the removal of their sins. The title of the revelation 
given unto Jesus was that of the Son. The title of the revelation of Baha’u’llah was that of the Father. 
While Jesus was a prince being a descendant of David, he was not the prince of peace. Jesus said: “Do 
not think that I have come to bring peace on earth; I have not come to bring peace, but a sword” 
(Matt.10:34). If Jesus had come to bring peace on earth he would have been the biggest failure in all 
history. We have had nothing but war since his appearance. It is through the revelation of Baha’u’Ilah that 
peace will come to earth. With the establishment of a universal body of arbitration and a descendant of 
David as its executive branch, peace and justice will reign forever more, that is, as long as there is life left 
on this planet. Baha’u’Ilah married and had a son continuing the line of David as God had promised that 
David would never lack a man to sit upon the throne. All the nations of the world will flow to this house 
of the Lord, a Universal House of Justice with the Davidic king (guardian) seated at its head. 


With the coming of the Bab the sanctuary on earth was cleansed and thus his revelation is in the potency 
of the sanctuary. The revelation of Baha’u’llah is in the potency of the Holy of Holies. In the book of 
Ezekiel we read: 


Afterward he brought me to the gate, the gate facing east. And behold, the glory of the God of 
Israel came from the east; and the sound of his coming was like the sound of many waters; and 
the earth shone with his glory....As the glory of the LORD entered the temple by the gate facing 
east, the Spirit lifted me up, and brought me into the inner court; and behold, the glory of the 
LORD filled the temple. 


The inner court of the Temple was the Holy of Holies. Ezekiel sees the glory of the Lord, Baha’u’llah, 
filling this temple, meaning that Baha’u’llah brings the full potency of the Thought of God, His kingdom 
on earth, the age of fulfillment when the earth and the heavens shall be made new. 


We thus see that Jesus did not directly answer the questions posed to him by his disciples, rather, he told 
them to turn to the book of Daniel. Some of the prophecies given have been fulfilled while there are 
others that are still waiting to be fulfilled. 


After Jesus tells them many false christs will come in his name leading many astray, he states: 


And you will hear of wars and rumors of wars; see that you are not alarmed; for this must take 
place, but the end is not yet. For nation will rise against nation, and kingdom against kingdom, 
and there will be famines and earthquakes in various places: all this is but the beginning of the 
sufferings....But he who endures to the end will be saved. And this gospel of the kingdom will be 
preached throughout the whole world, as a testimony to all nations; and then the end will come. 


Jesus continues: 


Heaven and earth will pass away, but my words will not pass away. But of that day and hour no 
one knows, not even the angels of heaven, nor the Son, but the Father only. As were the days of 
Noah, so will be the coming of the Son of man...and they did not know until the floods came and 
swept them all away, so will be the coming of the Son of Man. 


What we are witnessing in this present day are the signs Jesus spoke of, but the end is not yet, for no 
one knows the day and the hour. He tells us that the gospel of the kingdom must first be given 
throughout the world. The Son of man is the return of Jesus, not as the Christ, but a high priest after 
the order of Melchizedek. In the book of Revelation, chapter nineteen, verses eleven and twelve, it is 
written: 


“Then I saw heaven opened, and behold, a white horse! He who sat upon it is called Faithful and 
True, and in righteousness he judges and makes war.” 


“Heaven opened” means that which was in the plan of God, of what was to come, and it was made 
known to John in a vision of a man on a white horse. The “white horse” symbolizes strength, white 
symbolizing the purity of God’s religion. “He who sat upon it” is Jesus the Lamb. 


“He who sat upon it is called Faithful and True, and in righteousness he judges and makes war.” He 
makes war against the Baha'is, who did away with the lineage of David that God promised would last 
forever. He also makes war against the clergy who have replaced the worship of the One True God 
with the worship of a god-man, the incarnate lie. 


“His eyes are like a flame of fire and on his head are many diadems; and he has a name inscribed 
which no one knows but himself.’ 


The one that has “eyes... like a flame of fire” is the return of Jesus the son of God: “...the words of the 
son of God, who has eyes like a flame of fire and whose feet are like burnished bronze” (Rev. 2:18). 
“Eyes like a flame of fire’ means he is a flame of fire to the malefactors and miscreants in 
Christianity and the Baha'i faith. He exposes their violations of God’s everlasting Covenant to the 
people of the world. The “many diadems” are the many titles used to refer to the Lamb in the various 
verses of the Holy Text, 1.e., the Son of man, the seventh angel, Joshua, Jesus, the Establisher, high 
priest after the order of Melchizedek. 


The name which “no one knows but himself” is the name given unto him at birth, Leland. 


Jesus was “the Word,” so the return of Jesus is also the Word of God. The mission of the Lamb is to 
establish in the world the revelation of Baha'u'llah and His Covenant, the true plan of God. “And this 
gospel of the kingdom will be preached throughout the world.” The “gospel of the kingdom” is the 
revelation of Jesus, which is recorded in symbolism and allegory in the book of Revelation. Only Jesus on 
his return can explain the true meaning of this great prophetic book. His coming is likened unto the days 
of Noah as Noah was a warner unto the people of an impending catastrophe, the flood. The people, 
however, were immersed in worldly things, mocking Noah and those who believed in him. 


And we sent Noah unto his folk (and he said) Lo! Iam a plain warner unto you. That ye serve 
none save Allah. Lo! I fear for you the retribution of a painful Day. The chieftains of his folk who 
disbelieved said: We see thee but a mortal like us and we see not that any follow thee save the 
most abject among us, without reflection. We hold you in no merit above us nay we deem you 
liars (Surah XI, Hud, 167:25-27). 


Jesus upon his return warns of the impending catastrophes that will soon fall upon humankind. Before this 
end comes, all people will know the truth of God’s plan. The explanations and commentaries given by the 
return of Jesus, the high priest, are now being given to the people and nations of the world. 


The scriptures are clear that the Promised Ones of our age have not come at the hour or manner expected. 
God always gives time for the people to accept and digest the words of His Promised Ones, thus the 
tribulations the world is now witnessing will continue, and then this age will close and a new age dawn, 
the kingdom of God on earth with Peace and Justice everlasting. In II Peter it is written: 


The Lord is not slow about his promise as some count slowness, but is forbearing towards you, not 
wishing that any should perish, but that all should reach repentance. But the day of the Lord will 


come like a thief, and then the heavens will pass away with a loud noise, and the elements will be 
dissolved with fire, and the works that are upon it will be burned up.

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This paper is a response to comments and questions of “Close of the Age,” parts one and two. The purpose 
of part one was to provide an explanation of why we exist. It showed that if the mineral, vegetable, and 
animal kingdoms all have a purpose, then it only makes sense that man, as the highest form of creation, 
also has a purpose. This purpose is to know and love God and to attain unto His presence. Without a basic 
understanding of why we are alive, life has no meaning, which results in chaos, wars, hatred, carnage, and 
much suffering. God said He would take man, who is in the image of the animal, and create a spiritual 
living human being. A question then arises as to how God intended upon achieving this. How do we become 
a spiritual human being? God had a plan. As God pervades all space and is unknowable in His Infinite 
Essence, He sent into the world spiritual educators, or Manifestations. These Manifestations were given the 
power of the Holy Spirit, that is, they received the thoughts of God (logos) in a revelation that were 
progressive in nature. The Manifestations were knowledgeable of the full plan of God, however, they could 
only give a portion of that plan according to the capacity of the people’s understanding like the grades in 
school. God started with Adam who first taught of an invisible creator giving direction and guidance to the 
lives of the people. The teachings of the Manifestations are two-fold. They all give spiritual teachings that 
do not change as well as social laws for an ever-advancing civilization, which would change according to 
the needs of the times. 


Since there can be no tie of direct intercourse to bind the one true God with His creation, and no 
resemblance whatever can exist between the transient and the Eternal, the contingent and the 
Absolute, He hath ordained that in every age and dispensation a pure and stainless Soul be made 
manifest in the kingdoms of earth and heaven. Unto this subtle, this mysterious and ethereal Being 
He hath assigned a twofold nature [du 'unsur], the physical, pertaining to the world of matter; and 
the spiritual. which is born of the substance of God Himself [is divine (ilahi]). He hath, moreover, 
conferred upon Him a double station. The first station, which is related to His innermost reality. 
Representeth Him as One Whose voice is the voice of God Himself. . .. The second station is the 
human station.' 


All men have been created to carry forward an ever-advancing civilization. The Almighty beareth 
Me witness: To act like the beasts of the field is unworthy of man. Those virtues that befit his dignity 
are forbearance, mercy, compassion, and loving-kindness towards all the peoples and kindreds of 
the earth.? 


Through the spiritual attributes, of learning and application, we become in the image of God. We have now 
arrived at the “university” level with the appearance of the second advent of Messiah ben David (the Christ), 
the Glory of the Father, Baha’u’Ilah. 


God does not send His Promised Ones into the world without providing proof and evidence. All things in 
this contingent world have a criterion. If we want to know how much something weighs, we use a scale. If 
we want to know how fast we are driving, we look at the speedometer. If we want to know the temperature,

we use a thermometer. If we want to know how large something is, we use a tape measure, and so forth. 
God provided a criterion for His Promised Ones so we would know they were sent by God. They fulfill 
prophecy by name, date, address, and mission. These prophecies are not contained in one place but scattered 
throughout the Holy writings. Isaiah gave the name in which a promised one would appear. This was not a 
sign given only to Ahaz. It was a sign given to the house of David, the tribe of Judah. 


And he said, “Hear then, O house of David! Is it too little for you to weary men, that you weary my 
God also? Therefore the Lord himself will give you a sign. Behold, a young woman shall conceive 
and bear a son, and shall call his name Immanuel.? 


The book of Matthew relates that this verse was in fulfillment of prophecy. 


And she shall bring forth a son, and thou shalt call his name JESUS; for he shall save his people 
from their sins. Now all this was done, that it might be fulfilled which was spoken by the Lord by 
the prophet, saying, Behold, a virgin shall be with child, and shall bring forth a son, and they shall 
call his name, Emmanuel, which being interpreted is, God with us.? 


How does the name "Jesus" fulfill the prophecy as rendered by the prophet Isaiah who gave the name 
"Emmanuel?" The meaning of Jesus is "Salvation," or "Lord who is salvation," while the name Emmanuel 
means, "God with us." These two names are both reflected within Jesus. Through his Word, the Thoughts 
of God are revealed unto the people. Through their belief in the words of Jesus, the people would be saved 
from their iniquity. Thus, Jesus came for the salvation of the people. 


Micah 5:2 provides the prophesied address. "But you, 0 Bethlehem Ephrathah, who are little to be among 
the clans of Judah, from you shall come forth for me one who is to be ruler in Israel, whose origin is from 
old, from ancient days." Ephrathah was the name of Bethlehem before David had made it his city and the 
purpose of Jesus' coming from this city was to show that he was a descendant of David. The prophecy also 
states that he would be from the tribe of Judah, which was also the tribe of David. Although Jesus was born 
in Bethlehem, his parents, Mary and Joseph, did not reside there permanently. It was Caesar Augustus who 
had made a decree that the Jews now had to be taxed and that they must register at the home of their 
ancestors for everyone to be counted properly. 


Jesus also related that he came in the fulfillment of prophecy. 


And he stood up to read; and there was given him the book of the prophet Isaiah. He opened the 
book and found the place where it was written, The Spirit of the Lord [Holy Spirit] is upon me, 
because he has anointed me to preach good news to the poor. He has sent me to proclaim release 
to the captives and recovering of sight to the blind, to set at liberty those who are oppressed, to 
proclaim the acceptable year of the Lord. And he closed the book...and he began to say to them, 
Today this scripture has been fulfilled in your hearing.” 


It is in Daniel where the prophesied date for the Messiah is given, recorded six hundred years before his 
birth. At the time of the prophecy, Daniel was in exile, taken by King Nebuchadnezzar when he had 
conquered Jerusalem in 606 BC. Daniel became Nebuchadnezzar's vizier over all of Babylon; his reward 
for having interpreted a very disturbing dream that none of the kings' soothsayers, wise men or astrologers 
could interpret. In this position, Daniel called upon the king of Babylon to allow the Jews to return to 
Jerusalem and rebuild the city and Temple that Nebuchadnezzar had destroyed during his second siege in

586 BC. The king would not go along with this and thus Daniel, dressed in cheap raiment, anointing himself 
with ashes, humbled himself before God. Daniel then prayed before God, confessing the sins of his people. 
God heard the prayers of Daniel and sent Gabriel in swift flight to make it known unto Daniel concerning 
his people and the holy city. Although Daniel wished to return right away, God already had a plan that 
would be fulfilled in a future time. 


Seventy weeks are decreed concerning your people and your holy city, to finish the transgression, 
to put an end to sin, and to atone for iniquity, to bring in everlasting righteousness, to seal both 
vision and prophet, and to anoint a most holy place. Know therefore and understand that from the 
going forth of the word to restore and build Jerusalem to the coming of an anointed one, a prince, 
there shall be seven weeks. Then for sixty-two weeks it shall be built again with squares and moat, 
but in a troubled time. And after the sixty-two weeks, an anointed one shall be out off, and shall 
have nothing; and the people of the prince who is to come will destroy the city and the sanctuary... 
And he shall make a strong covenant with many for one week; and for half of the week he shall 
cause sacrifice and offering to cease.° 


Daniel first records a period of seventy weeks of years and then divides this period into four distinct groups: 
(1) seven weeks (2) sixty-two weeks, (3) one week, and (4) dividing the one week in half making two 
periods of three and one-half days each. Daniel also gives a distinct starting time: "Know therefore and 
understand that from the going forth of the word to restore and build Jerusalem...." 


As each day is equivalent to one year, seventy weeks of years then equals 490 years. By subtracting the 
date for the restoration and rebuilding of the city of Jerusalem in 457 BC we arrive at 33. This is the age at 
which Jesus fulfilled his mission, also given by Daniel, which was "to atone for iniquity," having been 
crucified on the cross. There is no zero year, thus from the order to restore and rebuild Jerusalem to the 
crucifixion there are 456 years which provides the exact year of his death in 34 AD. To ensure there can be 
no mistake, this prophecy was also divided into seven weeks (49 years), 62 weeks (434 years) and one week 
divided in half, making two, three and a half year periods. The 49 years is the length of time taken for the 
restoration and rebuilding of Jerusalem bringing us to the year 408 BC. Adding the 434 years, we arrive at 
27 AD, the year in which John the Baptist began his ministry and the beginning of the last week or seven 
years. "And he shall make a strong covenant with many for one week, and for half of the week he shall 
cause the sacrifice and offering to cease." Three and a half years after John began to teach Jesus came to 
him and was baptized at the River Jordan. At this point, during the week, the practice established by Moses 
of sacrificing an animal upon the altar ceased. With the appearance of Jesus this practice was no longer 
necessary, as he himself would be sacrificed with his death on the cross atoning for the iniquity of the 
people. Jesus taught for the remaining three-and-a-half-year period and thus at the age of thirty-three in the 
year 34 AD he was crucified.

The above prophecies clearly define that there would be a single individual who would be the suffering 
servant and not the nation of Israel. A son would be born and his name would be called Immanuel/Jesus. It 
also shows that there could be only one individual who would fulfill all the prophecies of name, address, 
date, and mission. 


Jesus was prophesied to appear among the Jews as their suffering Messiah, a sacrificial Lamb. The people, 
however, were expecting their Messiah to free them from under the yoke of Roman oppression, a King 
Messiah. The writings were clear that there would be the appearance of two “Christs,” meaning, both would 
be descendants of David. Jesus was a descendant of David through Nathan, the brother of Solomon, and 
not from the direct line of kings that went from Solomon to Rehoboam to Jehoiachin, the first Davidic king 
in exile. 
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JESUS 


With his death on the cross, Jesus cleansed the sanctuary and entered the Temple in heaven. The earthly 
Temple, as established by Moses, was but a copy of the true Temple, a Temple not made by hands. Paul 
writes that Jesus entered the sanctuary in heaven. “For Christ has entered, not into a sanctuary made with 
hands, a copy of the true one, but into heaven itself...”’ Jesus thus placed his revelation in the heaven of 
prophecy, and it is from the heaven of prophecy that he would return. 


Jesus’ role was of the suffering Messiah, and although a descendant of David, he could not sit upon an 
earthly throne as he was not of the kingly line of descent from Solomon. As the sacrificial Lamb, he returns 
as a Lamb “as though it had been slain” (Rev. 5:6), and as the high priest after the order of Melchizedek. 
Paul wrote in some length about the order of Melchizedek. In his letter to the Hebrews, Paul explains that 
for a little while Jesus was made lower than the angels. “But we see Jesus, who for a little while was made 
lower than the angels, crowned with glory and honor because of the suffering of death, so that by the grace 
of God he might taste death for every one.””’ This means Jesus was subjected to the physical world where 
he tasted suffering and death. “Therefore he had to be made like his brethren in every respect,” that is 
being made of flesh and blood, Jesus “partook of the same nature, that through death he might destroy him 
who has the power of death... so that he might become a merciful and faithful high priest in the service of 
God, to make expiation for the sins of the people ‘(emphasis mine). Jesus had to be tempted and suffer to 
assist those who also were tempted. This does not infer that Jesus was with sin. He took the sins of the 
people upon himself, that through his suffering and sacrifice, the people would be saved. 


When Jesus received the Holy Spirit at the river Jordan in 30 AD, the daily sacrifice ended as Jesus was the 
living sacrifice, the sacrificial Lamb whose blood cleansed the sanctuary in heaven. There was no longer 
the need to sacrifice an unblemished animal upon the altar. Jesus released the Jews from under the Mosaic 
law of sacrificing an animal for their sins. 


In Matthew, chapter twenty-four, Jesus pointed his disciples to the book of Daniel: “So when you see the 
desolating sacrilege spoken of by the prophet Daniel...” This is found in Daniel 8:13, 14. 


For how long is the vision concerning the continual burnt offering,, the transgression that makes 
desolate, and the giving over of the sanctuary and host to be trampled under foot? And he said to 
him, “For two thousand and three hundred evenings and mornings; then the sanctuary shall be 
restored to its rightful state. 


Some scholars believe this prophecy written by Daniel was fulfilled with the destruction of Jerusalem in 70 
AD. If we continue to read the verses following verse fourteen, we find that this vision was for the time of 
the end. Jesus prophesied this abomination of desolation would continue from the time Jerusalem was 
"surrounded by armies" "until the times of the Gentiles are fulfilled." 


"But when you see Jerusalem surrounded by armies, then know that its desolation has come 
near...and Jerusalem will be trodden down by the Gentiles, until the times of the Gentiles 


are fulfilled.” 


The "times of the Gentiles" began when Jesus' gospel of the Kingdom of God was given unto the Gentiles 
by the apostles. Paul explained that the times of the Gentiles would be fulfilled when they completely 
inherit the Kingdom of God and the throne of King David, which is described by Paul as "Christ being 
in the Gentiles."

"I want you to understand this mystery, brethren; a hardening has come upon part of Israel, until 
the full number of the Gentiles come in, and so all Israel will be saved; as it is written, 'The 
Deliverer will come from Zion [the Throne of King David], we will banish ungodliness from Jacob; 
and this will be my covenant with them when I take away their sins.' As regards the gospel [of the 
Kingdom of God] they [the Israelites] are enemies of God for you [the Gentiles] sake..." 


"_..the Gentiles are fellow heirs, members of the same body, and partakers of the promise in Christ 
Jesus through the gospel [of the Kingdom of God] ...this grace was given, to preach to the Gentiles 
the unsearchable riches of Christ [the Davidic Kingship], and, to make all men see what is the plan 
of the mystery hidden for ages in God who created all things...”"' 

"...the mystery hidden for ages and generations but now made manifest to his saints. To them God 
chose to make known how great among the Gentiles and the riches of the glory [Baha,] of this 
mystery, which is Christ in you [the Davidic Kingship among the Gentiles], the hope of glory.”'” 


The eternal Cause of God is for all nations to comprise the Kingdom of God on earth. This inheritance 
could not be fulfilled until after the second advent of Christ, the King Messiah, when the true Temple, 
that is, the Temple not made by hands, is made manifest. It is the Throne of God on earth forever according 
to God’s Covenant given unto David. 


The 2300 years given in Daniel brings us to the year of the Bab, the door or gate, in the year 1844. He was 
the forerunner of “Him whom God shall make manifest,” the second advent of Messiah ben David. He was 
born Mirza Husayn-'Ali Nuri and was designated by the Bab as Baha'u'llah, which in English means the 
"Glory of the Father." History records his genealogy in an unbroken chain of father to son descendants from 
King David. His father, Mirza Buzurg, sat upon the throne and ruled the entire province of Tabaristan, now 
known as Mazandaran. In his proclamation, Baha'u'llah stated: "The Most Great Law is come, and the 
Ancient Beauty ruleth upon the throne of David." History confirms his genealogy as a descendant of David, 
the criteria for one to be the Christ. In the book of Mark, chapter eight, verse thirty-eight, Jesus declares: 


For whoever is ashamed of me and of my words in this adulterous and sinful generation, of him 
will the Son of man also be ashamed, when he comes in the glory of his father with the holy angels. 


Again, we can read in the ninth chapter of Luke: "For whoever is ashamed of me and my words, of him will 
the Son of man be ashamed when he comes in his glory and the glory of the Father." There remain numerous 
other scriptural passages providing the name in which the second Christ would appear. In Isaiah it states: 
" the glory of the Lord shall be thy rear guard....""° and still again in Ezekiel it relates that "...the glory of 
the God of Israel came from the way of the east...."'* This verse is also in relation to the place in which 
Baha'u'llah would appear. 


Afterward he brought me to the gate [Bab] even the gate that looketh toward the East: And, behold, 
the glory of the God [Baha'u'llah] of Israel came from the way of the east: and his voice was like 
a noise of many waters and the earth shined with his glory [Baha]. As the glory of the Lord 
[Baha'u'llah] entered the temple by the gate [the Bab] facing east, the spirit lifted me up, and 
brought me into the inner court: and behold, the glory of the Lord [Baha'u'llah] filled the temple. 
While the man was standing beside me, I heard one speaking to me out of the temple; and he said 
to me, "Son of man, this is the place of my throne and the place of the soles of my feet, where I will

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dwell in the midst of the people of Israel forever.’’'” 


As with the name in which the return of Christ would appear, there also remains innumerable evidence that 
he would come from the east. In a prophecy of Zoroaster concerning the appearance of the Messiah, it states 
that this individual would come from the land of Nur in Persia. Nur is in the province of Mazandaran, the 
homeland of Baha'u'llah's family. This was the region where the exilarch Isaac Iskoi ben Moses had moved 
for protection after having converted to Islam through the imam, Ali al-Rida in 817 AD. 


From Jewish oracles, we also find mention of the coming of the Messiah from the east. 


And then from the sunrise God shall send a king who shall give every land relief from the bane of 
war...nor shall he do these things by his own counsel, but in obedience to the good ordinances of 
the Mighty God.'° 


In the book of Enoch, it is also prophesied that in the last days the Messiah would come from the east of 
Israel, from the land of Persia. 


And in those days the angels will assemble, and turn their heads towards the East, toward the 
people of Parthia and Medea, in order to excite the kings, and that a spirit of disturbance came 
over them, and disturbed them from off their thrones.'” 


Parthia and Medea are ancient names that now make up the land of Persia, the birthplace of Baha'u'llah. 
During the forty years of his mission, Baha'u'llah was exiled to various regions and during his period of 
exile in Adrianople he wrote to the kings and rulers of the nation’s proclaiming his station and mission. He 
addressed individual letters to the Emperor Napoleon III of France, to Pope Pius IX, to Czar Alexander and 
Queen Victoria, asking them for their aid in establishing the Kingdom of God among the nations. Within a 
year of receiving a warning from Baha'u'llah to give up his crown, and that if he delayed in obeying his 
words, he would be utterly humiliated and overthrown, Napoleon III, having refused, lost his empire and 
his throne. The Pope ignored the letter completely and in the following year became a prisoner of the 
Vatican. 


Another interesting prophecy in relation to the place in which the Messiah would appear comes from India. 
Edward Irving who was expecting the return of Christ during the millennial zeal of the 1800's, said: "What 
is very remarkable, a friend of mine, who...stood on the Himalayan Mountains in India, by the holy pool 
where never a Christian had dwelt before, found there also an expectation of a religion from the west which 
in the space of forty years was to possess the earth.""* Persia is to the east of Israel and to the west of India. 
Baha'u'llah thus fulfills the prophecies for both. The above prophecy also mentions the length of time, forty 
years, which correlates to a verse in the book of Micah. "According to the days of thy (Israel] coming out 
of the land of Egypt will I shew him marvelous things." '’ An interesting observation was made by Hooper 
Harris of this forty-year period. He states in his book of lessons: 


This mention of forty is indissolubly connected with a time which was to be a time of exile, 
siege, banishment, imprisonment and persecution of some Great One, on whom tribulation 
and burdens were to be laid, during which time the teachings of God, nevertheless, were 
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to flood the earth.” 


In the Babylonian Talmud, considered the most important authoritative source book of Jewish religion, 
we again find reference to the forty years. "We learned: R. Eliezer said: "The days of the Messiah will be 


forty years..." 


With his followers and family, Baha'u'llah, like Moses, was in exile for forty years; from 1852 when he was 
imprisoned in the Siyah-Chal, to his exile to Israel, when in the year 1892, he passed away. During this 
forty-year period, Baha'u'llah was twice stoned, once scourged, poisoned three times, and scarred with 
hundred-pound chains. The book of Micah provides tremendous prophesies foretelling the exact steps by 
which Baha'u'llah would come to Israel. 


"he shall come...from the fortified cities." 


From his exile in Baghdad (ancient Babylon), which is in the valley of the Tigris and Euphrates rivers, 
Baha'u'llah was exiled to the fortified city of Constantinople. After tremendous amounts of fear of losing 
their positions, the religious and civil authorities of Persia and Turkey set out to destroy Baha'u'llah and his 
teachings. As a last desperate measure, he was exiled to the fortified city of Akka, which is in Israel. 


"..he shall come...from the fortress even to the river." 


When Baha'u'llah was released from the fortified prison-city of Akka, he went to an island in the river called 
Na'mayn. 


"he shall come...from mountain to mountain." 


In the Kurdistan Mountains, there is one that is called Sar-Galu. This is where Baha'u'llah journeyed to 
prepare for his life of suffering shortly after his exile to Baghdad. From that mountain, he returned two 
years later to Baghdad from where he would begin the exile, which would take him to a mountain called 
Carmel in Israel. 


" he shall come from sea to sea. "7! 


When exiled to the fortified city of Constantinople, Baha'u'llah made the last part of his journey by way of 
the Black Sea. When he was again banished to the fortress in Akka, he made the last part of this journey by 
way of the Mediterranean Sea. 


Baha'u'llah came by the way of the Gate, the Bab, who had cleansed the sanctuary with his own blood and 
by his own will along with 10,000 Babi martyrs. He came from Persia east of Israel, from fortified city to 
fortified city, from the fortified city to the river and from sea to sea. The period of his mission was for forty 
years. 


Exiled from Persia to Iraq under armed guard to the valley of the Tigris and Euphrates in 1853, Baha'u'llah 
resided in old Baghdad in a place known as Al-Karkh. Baghdad, founded in 762, was an expansion of a 
village forming one of its precincts. The Persian name Bag, "God;" and dad, "has given," was applied to 
the whole city. It was a thriving hub of Jewish life while in exile. The west bank of the city was known as 
Al-Karkh and was predominately Jewish. Thomas Newton wrote in his Dissertations on the Prophecies 
(1754), that one, Travernier, who was a very celebrated traveler, related to an area at the parting of the

Tigris. At this spot, a little away from Baghdad was a foundation of a city. Writings of the country say this 
is the place of ancient Babylon. Although called Bagdat, or Baghdad, many writers preserve the ancient 
name of Babylon. Another prophecy comes from India regarding this area. It was known as the Red Robe 
tradition, related in an account given by an Indian Muslim in the eighth century AD. In speaking of the 
latter days, he related that in that day a holy one would be found residing in a land called Karkh. He would 
be wrapped in a red robe, wearing a dervish turban, walking along the river. There he would teach his 
followers. Baha'u'llah wore just such a robe made for him by his wife and daughter while away in the 
wilderness of Kurdistan. 


After his two years spent in the wilderness of Kurdistan, Baha'u'llah returned to Baghdad, and there, in 
1863, announced that he was the one foretold by all the prophets to appear in the latter days. This date is 
found in Daniel, chapter twelve, verse eleven. 


And from the time that the continual burnt offering is taken away, and the abomination that makes 
desolate is set up, there shall be a thousand two hundred and ninety days.” 


The continual burnt offering that is taken away points us to the time of Muhammad and Islam. The Jews 
had made a practice of sacrificing animals upon the altar and the Christians continued this practice 
symbolically in the form of the Eucharist. Muhammad did away with this practice. The “abomination that 
makes desolate" refers to the building of the Mosque of Omar over the site of the Jewish Holy of Holies. 
The prophecy is therefore taken from the proclamation of Muhammad to the proclamation of Baha'u'llah. 
The 1290 years (each day is a year) are according to the lunar calendar. Baha'u'llah made his proclamation 
in 1280 AH, which is after the Hegira, the start of the Muslim calendar. Muhammad made his proclamation 
ten years prior to the Hegira; thus, when we add the ten years to 1280, we have the full 1290 years. The 
year 1280 AH is equivalent to the Gregorian year 1863. 


Moses had given the people a three-part Covenant: the blessing, the curse, and the regathering. 


And it shall come to pass, when all these things are come upon thee, the blessing and the curse, 
which I have set before thee, and thou shalt call them to mind among all the nations whither the 
Lord thy God hath driven thee, and shall return unto the Lord thy God, and shall obey his voice 
according to all that I command thee this day, thou and thy children, with all thine heart, and with 
all thy soul; That then the Lord thy God will turn thy captivity and have compassion upon thee, and 
will return and gather thee from all the nations, whither the Lord thy God hath scattered thee.?7 


In the prophecies recorded in the book of Micah it states: "J will surely assemble, O Jacob, all of thee; I 
will surely gather the remnant of Israel; I will put them together...as the flock in the midst of their fold." 
This third part of the Covenant of Moses means a reunification of the two kingdoms; the ten northern tribes 
and the tribe of Judah that also consisted of the tribe of Benjamin. In considering the descendancy of 
Baha'u'llah, it is written: 


"He derived His descent, on the one hand, from Abraham...through His wife Keturah, and on the 
other from Zoroaster; as well as from Yazdigird the last king of the Sdsaniyan dynasty. He was 
moreover a descendant of Jesse, and belonged, through His father, Mirza Abbas, better known as 
Mirza Buzurg — a nobleman closely associated with the ministerial circles of the Court of Fath-'Ali 
Shah, to one of the most ancient and renowned families of Mazandaran." ”°

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It is promised in the latter days that the sons of Keturah, with all the young lions of her family, will stand 
for the Lord in the land of Israel. These young lions of Sheba and Dedan are the sons of Jokshan, the 
promised descendants from the line of Keturah, Abraham's third wife. As noted on the genealogy chart, 
Baha'u'llah's descendancy from Keturah is through the female line, the daughter of Yazdigird III. It is, 
however, from the root of Jesse, that we see the prophecy fulfilled within Baha'u'llah as the return of Christ. 
"And there shalt come forth a rod out of the stem of Jesse, and a Branch shall grow out of his roots..." 7° 
The stem of Jesse is his penis, and the rod pertains to the scepter of authority of King David, as Samuel 
chose him. Christ upon his return is to gather the outcasts of Israel into one nation. 


I will take the children of Israel from among the heathen, whither they be gone, and will gather 
them on every side, and bring them into their own land: And I will make them one nation in the 
land upon the mountains of Israel; and one king shall be king to them all: and they shall be no 
more two nations, neither shall they be divided into two kingdoms any more at all.... And David 
my servant shall be king over them, and they shall have one shepherd; they shall also walk in my 
judgements, and observe my statutes, and do them.?’ 


These verses clearly demonstrate that in the latter days, Israel shall be reunited as one nation and that David 
shall reign over them, showing once again that there would always be a descendant of David seated upon 
the throne. In 1844, the Edict of Toleration was signed that permitted the Jews to return to Israel, the same 
year the Bab proclaimed his mission. The Jews are of the house of Judah. What then of the house of Israel, 
the so-called ten lost tribes. The descendants of these tribes were absorbed among other nations and peoples, 
some of whom resided within the Mesopotamian region. When Baha'u'llah made his proclamation in 1863, 
many of them accepted him and traveled with him during his many years of exile. In 1868, Baha'u'llah was 
exiled to Akka, Israel, and upon his release from the fortress prison during the latter years of his life, pitched 
his tent on Mount Carmel. There is an interesting prophecy mentioned by Samuel ben Judah Valero. He 
calculated that the end of the present exile of the Jews would be in the year 5626 of the Jewish calendar, 
which is the year 1868 of the Christian era. This is the same year Baha'u'llah, a descendant of the house of 
Judah (David), came from the east to Mount Carmel in Israel, along with descendants of the house of Israel, 
thus reuniting the two kingdoms under a new name. In the book of Isaiah, we read: 


For Zion's sake will I not hold my peace, and for Jerusalem's sake I will not rest until the 
righteousness thereof go forth as brightness, and the salvation thereof as a lamp that burneth. 
And the Gentiles shall see thy righteousness, and all kings thy glory: and thou shalt be called by a 
new name, which the mouth of the LORD shall name. at 


These references to a new name may also be found in the book of Revelation. 


To him that overcometh will I give to eat of the hidden manna, and will give him a white stone, and 
in the stone a new name, which no man knoweth saving he that receiveth it.... I will write upon him 
the name of my God, and the name of the city of my God...and I will write upon him my new name.” 


Again, we read: 


And I will bring forth a seed out of Jacob, and out of Judah an inheritor of my mountains: and mine 


elect shall inherit it and my servants shall dwell there. 
And Sharon shall be a fold of flocks, and the valley of Achor [Akka] a place for the herds to lie

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down in, for my people that have sought me. 

But ye are they that forsake the LORD, and forget my holy mountain.... Therefore will I number 
you to the sword, and ye shall all bow down to the slaughter.... Behold, my servants shall sing for 
joy of heart, but ye shall cry for sorrow of heart, and shall howl for vexation of spirit. 

And ye shall leave your name for a curse unto my chosen: for the LORD GOD shall slay thee, and 
call his servants by another name.*° 


The new name given is Baha, meaning “Glory” and those who accept Baha’u’Ilah’s revelation are known 
as Baha’is. This passage from the prophet Isaiah also relates that one who is a descendant of Jacob and of 
the tribe of Judah will inherit God's holy mountain, which throughout scripture could be no other than 
Mount Carmel, for it is here where the Lord's House would be established. 


And it shall come to pass in the last days, that the mountain of the LORD'S house shall be 
established in the top of the mountains, and shall be exalted above the hills; and all nations 
shall flow unto it. 

And many people shall go and say Come ye, and let us go up to the mountain of the God 
of Jacob; and he will teach us of his ways, and we will walk in his paths: for out of Zion 
shall go forth the law...*! 


Again, in the book of Isaiah it is recorded that "the excellency of Carmel and Sharon, they shall see the 
glory of the Lord [Baha'u'llah], and the excellency of our God." *’ The valley of Sharon is the land between 
the foot of Mount Carmel and the Mediterranean. It was here on Mount Carmel where Baha'u'llah laid out 
the plans for the kingdom of God on earth. It is here then on Mount Carmel where the law will go forth 
throughout the entire world. Baha'u'llah has written, "Whatsoever hath been announced in the Books hath 
been revealed and made clear. From every direction the signs have been manifested. The Omnipotent One 
is calling, in this Day, and announcing the appearance of the Supreme Heaven." **He has declared that the 
Ancient Beauty "ruleth upon the throne of David" and that the "Most Great Law is come." *4 


In reference to Mount Carmel, Isaiah wrote: "Arise, shine; for thy light is come, and the glory of the LORD 

is risen upon thee." * Again, in the thirty-fifth chapter we read: "And the ransomed of the LORD shall 

return, and come to Zion with songs and everlasting joy upon their heads...." *° Within Jewish literature 

we also find mention of Mount Carmel. In a commentary on the book of Elijah, it is related: "The angel 

Michael, after showing Elijah the regions of heaven, reveals to him on Mount Carmel, the time of the end." 
7 


It is from this new Zion, Mount Carmel, that the Law has gone forth, given through the pen of the return of 
Christ, the Redeeming Messiah, Baha'u'llah. During his imprisonment in Akka, he wrote the Kitab-i-Aqdas, 
the Book of Laws. 


Along with the numerous references regarding Mount Carmel, mention is made of the valley of Akka. In 
the book of Hosea, the promise was given that "J will give her vineyards, from thence, and the valley of

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Achor for a door of hope: and she shall sing there as in the days 
of her youth...." ** The prophet Hosea foretold that this would be 
in the time of the end and that afterward the children of Israel 
would return and seek David their king. It was here in Akka 
(Achor) where Baha'u'llah suffered cruel persecution at the hands 
of the Turkish authorities. Achor means valley of trouble and of 
this spot Baha'u'llah wrote: 


Know thou, that upon Our arrival at this Spot We chose to 
designate it as the "Most Great Prison". Though previously 
subjected in another land to chains and fetters, We yet refused 
to call it by that name.... None knoweth what befell Us, except 
God, the Almighty, the All-Knowing.*” 


In the prophecies of Islam, it is said of Akka that "He that raiseth 
therein the call to prayer, his voice will be lifted up unto Paradise" 
and "Blessed the man that hath visited Akka, and blessed be he that 
hath visited the visitor at Akka." In another passage it relates that 
"A month at Akka is better than a thousand years elsewhere." *° 
One of the most remarkable prophecies of all comes from the 
sacred writings of Persia, the land of Baha'u'llah's birth. 


All of them (the companions of the Herald of the Messiah) 
shall be slain except One, Who shall reach the plain of Akka, 
the Banquet-Hall of God.“ 


Baha'u'llah was a companion of the Bab, (although they never 
would meet in person), having accepted his mission and promoting 
his cause. Out of all the Bab's companions, only Baha'u'llah 
reached Israel and the plain of Akka. 


Path of the Flaming Sword 


Within the Adamic cycle there have been nine Manifestations, 
three of whom are universal, meaning their revelation was to spread throughout the world. The others 
appeared to a specific people in a specific geographical area. 


The Tree of Life consists of these nine Manifestations of God. When we follow the path of the flaming 
sword down the Tree of Life the Manifestations of God are given in chronological order of appearance: 
Adam, Moses, Krishna, Zoroaster, Buddha, Jesus, Muhammad, the Bab, and Baha'u'llah. The ninth 
Manifestation, Baha'u'llah, is the root of the Tree of Life, planted in the land represented by a tenth globe 
at the bottom. The Kabbalists call this tenth globe, which is the globe of the Kingdom, ha-Eretz, which 
means 'the land’. Ha is Hebrew for 'the' and Eretz is Hebrew for 'land'. 


This path of the flaming sword places the three universal Manifestations of Adam, Jesus, and Baha'u'llah 
on the flaming sword center line. The tenth globe, ha-Eretz, is also on the center line, however, it is not 
connected as this individual is not a Manifestation.

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All the Manifestations of God had an establisher whose mission was to spread the truth of the revelation to 
the people. Enoch established the revelation of Adam throughout the eastern and western hemispheres. 
Joshua established the revelation of Moses, whereupon Israel became a great nation. Arjuna established 
Krishna. Vasputa established the Zoroastrian religion. Confucius established the revelation of Buddha. Paul 
established the revelation of Jesus among the Gentiles. Ali, the first imam, established the teachings of 
Muhammad unto the Arabian peoples. Quddus established the revelation of the Bab. Baha’u’llah also has 
an establisher, the return of Jesus, the Lamb, high priest after the order of Melchizedek. 


As a universal Manifestation, Baha’u’llah is prophesied in all the Holy books as well as his establisher. His 
revelation was to be given to all the peoples and nations of the world. 


In the Hindu faith Baha'u'llah is prophesied to come as the reincarnation of Krishna.” In the Bhagavad- 
Gita, a book of Hindu scripture, Krishna stated: 


"Whenever there is decay of righteousness, 0 Bharta, and there is exaltation of unrighteousness, 
then I Myself come forth; for the protection of the good, for the destruction of evil doers, for the 
sake of further establishing righteousness, I am born from age to age." 


Baha’u’ lah is the ninth Avatar, as shown on the Kabbala tree with nine Manifestations, Baha'u'llah being 
the ninth and the root. In Isaiah it is written: 


There shall come forth a shoot from the stump of Jesse, and a branch shall grow out of his roots...In 
that day the root of Jesse shall stand as an ensign to the peoples; him shall the nations seek, and 
his dwellings shall be glorious.® 


His establisher is prophesied to come as the tenth Avatar, the ha-Eretz (the land) or the Avatar Kalki. It is 
he who explains the true message of the Covenant of Baha’u’llah. Kalki means “white horse,” the tenth and 
last Avatar or incarnation of Vishnu. He will appear at the end of the Kalki age seated on a white horse 
carrying a drawn sword blazing like a comet for the final destruction of the wicked, the renewal of creation, 
the restoration of purity. This is the same description we find in the book of Revelation. 


And I saw, and behold, a white horse, and its rider had a bow, and a crown was given to him, and 
he went out conquering and to conquer. ** 

Then I saw heaven opened, and behold, a white horse! He who sat upon it is called Faithful and 
True, and in righteousness he judges and makes war. His eyes are like a flame of fire and on his 
head are many diadems and he has a name inscribed which no one knows but himself....From his 
mouth issues a sharp sword with which to smite the nations, and he will rule them with a rod of 
iron, he will tread the wine press of the fury of the wrath of God the Almighty.” 


Both instances in Revelation 6 and 19 are a reference to the return of Jesus. It shows he has a bow in his 
hand, which is the rainbow, a long held symbol of the Covenant. “J set my bow in the cloud, and it will be 
a sign of the Covenant between me and the earth” (Genesis 9:1).White symbolizes purity, the pure religion 
of God. John sees heaven opened, that is the heaven of prophecy and the one seated on the horse is faithful 
and true, the return of Jesus the Lamb. He comes with many titles (diadems) and has a name known only 
to himself. This is his name given to him at birth, Leland, the land (ha-Eretz). Le is the French word for

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“the,” thus, Leland is a French surname and an English given name, which means the land. This is the name 
prophesied in Zechariah 3:9. 


To go out and conquer signifies that the one on the white horse exposes the corruptions within Christianity 
and the Baha’i World Faith. (Theologians misinterpret Revelation 6:2 as being the antichrist.) “His eyes 
are like a flame of fire,’ meaning, he is a flame of fire to these miscreants, exposing the false worship of a 
god-man and the violation committed by the Baha’is in 1957.* The “sharp sword” is the explanations and 
commentaries of Jesus, the Lamb that issue “from his mouth” that cut both ways, separating the sheep from 
the goats. 


Within the Zoroastrian faith, the King Messiah, Baha’u’llah, comes as the Shah Bahram (King of Glory) 
and his establisher is the Saoshyant. Within a collection of traditional Zoroastrian scripture, the Dinkird, 
we find this prophecy given by Zoroaster. 


"When a thousand two hundred and some years have passed from the inception of the religion of 
the Arabian and the overthrow of the Kingdom of Iran and the degradation of the followers of My 
religion, a descendant of the Iranian kings will be raised up as a Prophet." * 


This is one of the most explicit prophecies given by Zoroaster relating the time in which a future 
Manifestation would appear. The kingdom of Iran was overthrown by the followers of Muhammad (the 
religion of the Arabian) during the sixth century AD. "4 thousand two hundred and some years...from the 
inception of the religion of the Arabian" points to the time of the appearance. The inception of the Arabian 
religion was in 622 and by adding the above, the appearance of the Zoroastrian messiah is determined to be 
during the 1800's when One would arise who would be a descendant of Iranian (Persian) kings. Baha’u’Ilah 
made his proclamation April 21, 1863 and was a descendant of Persian kings. 


The Saoshyant arrives at "Frashokereti, the end of the present state of the world, when existence will be 
rehabilitated and made splendid."*’ The reestablishment of the Covenant is made splendid or glorified 
upon earth through the establisher. The appearance of the last Saoshyant within Zoroastrianism is called 
Astvatereta, who is foretold to “appear in the third and final millennium." The word means "he who 
embodies truth," and he will be “brandishing a weapon with which he kills the powerful enemies of the 
world of truth...He and his comrades will engage in a great battle with the forces of evil, which will be 
destroyed." He comes "at that time (when) the dead [spiritually dead] will be resurrected." Zoroaster was 
quite specific as to the time when this Astvatereta would come. 


And when thirty winters of the tenth century are unelapsed, that maiden, who is Gobak-abu, walks 
up to the water; she that is the mother of that testifying Saoshyant who is the guide to conveying 
away the opposition of the destroyer.... That maiden whose title is All-overpowerer is thus all- 
overpowering, because through giving birth she brings forth him who overpowers all, both the 
affliction owing to demons, and also that owing to mankind.*°

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2971 years, Saoshyant is born.” 


As Zoroaster came in 1000 BC, the elapsed time of 2971 years would bring us to the year 1971, the year in 
which the return of Jesus, the Lamb made his proclamation. 


From the Pahlavi Texts we read: 


Nevertheless I have created thee at the present time, in the middle period; for it is three thousand 
years from the days of Gayomard till now, and from now till the resurrection are the three thousand 
years that remain; therefore, I have created thee in the middle. a0 


Zoroaster prophesied that he existed for three thousand years and would exist for another three thousand 
years at which time the forces of light would win out over the forces of darkness. This is the “spiritual war” 
that takes place in the latter days of this age. It is a war waged between those who are obedient to the 
Covenant and those who continue to rebel against God seeking only earthly pleasures and power over the 
masses. Zoroaster had also made a prophecy concerning the coming of Jesus of Nazareth, the reappearance 
of the Holy Spirit in one thousand years. In a prophecy related to the "star" it states: 


You, my children, shall be the first honoured by the manifestation of that divine person who is to 
appear in the world. A star shall go before you to conduct you to the place of his nativity, and when 
you shall find him, present to him your oblations and sacrifices, for he is indeed your lord and an 
everlasting king.*! 


Within Buddhism, Baha’u’llah comes as the fifth Buddha, Amitabha, and his establisher as the Maitreya. 
Arabic has its roots in Sanskrit and "baha" and "abha" mean the same thing; "splendor, light, and glory." 
Amitabha is "infinite light" in Sanskrit.°? "Amitabha is particularly important, not as a savior figure, but 
as one of the five primordial, self-born Dhyanit Buddhas [Manifestations]...his color is red, (and) his 
sacred symbol ‘ba’ or 'ah'."° 


Concerning the Maitreya, Buddha gave this prophecy: 


"In due time, monks, there will arise in the world an Exalted One named Maitreye, Arahant, fully 
awakened, full of wisdom and a perfect guide, himself having trodden the path to the very end, with 
knowledge of the worlds, unsurpassed as an educator, teacher for gods and men, an Exalted One, 
a Buddha, even as I am now.... The truth, lovely in its origin, lovely in its progress, lovely in its 
consummation, he will proclaim it both in the essence of its meaning and in its outward form; the 
higher life will he make known in all its fullness and in all its purity, even as I do now."* 


The Maitreya is a bodhisattva, which means "enlightenment being" and not a Dhyani Buddha or a Tathagata 
Buddha, which are Manifestations. The bodhisattvas are dependent upon the Buddhas or Manifestations. 
The Maitreya comes at the end days to establish the teachings of Amitabhaa. It is the "Maitreya who would 
mark the fulfillment of Buddha's law, as well as the establishment of universal peace and concord." He

comes to establish a just civilization, and is to "preside over the Dragon Flower Assembly and bring about 
a new era."”’ This is intrinsically connected with the idea of the Maitreya as the Cakravartin that comes 
from the Sanskrit cakra, “wheel,” and “vartin,” one who turns. °° This wheel is like the wheel described in 
the first chapter of the book of Ezekiel, a wheel within a wheel. This wheel represents the kingdom of God 
on earth and "the axis around which its institutions revolve” are the provisions found within the Will and 
Testament of ‘Abdu’l-Baha.°’ The Cakravartin is the one who turns or establishes the wheel. 


The Cakravartin is described as "knowing this wheel to be a call to unify all peoples, the king leads his 
armies out in all directions to the farthest horizons, all the way to the universal ring of mountains that lie 
beyond the oceans and that mark the final edge of the concentric world." He is "borne upon the atmosphere 
by flying white elephants and horses, he ends all strife and suffering as he brings all people everywhere 
under his virtuous rule."** Here the Cakravartin is depicted with a white horse showing yet another parallel 
between the Buddhist prophecies and the Kalki (white horse of Hinduism) as well as within scripture for 
the return of Jesus as the knight on the white horse recorded in the book of Revelation. 


In the Islamic faith the Bab and Baha'u'llah fulfill the prophecies of the Mahdi and the Messiah for the 
Sunnis. The Bab is prophesied as the return of the 12th Imam and as the Qa'im, and Baha'u'llah as the 
Messiah for the Shiites. The establisher comes as the return of Jesus. In the Qur’an, the Muslims are told to 
obey the books of Moses and Jesus. 


"Say: 'We believe in God, and in what has been revealed to us and what was revealed to Abraham, 
Ishmael, Isaac, Jacob, and the Tribes, and in (the Books) given to Moses, Jesus, and the prophets, 
from their Lord: We make no distinction between one and another among them, and to God do we 
bow our will (in Islam)""”” (3:84). 


Jesus is specifically and undeniably prophesied to come at the Day of Judgment, and no Muslim can refute 
the clarity with which this is spoken of in the Qur'an. "And (Jesus) shall be a sign (for the coming of) the 
Hour (of Judgement): 'Therefore have no doubt about the (Hour); but follow ye Me: this is a Straight Way" 
(43:61). The footnote for this states: "This is understood to refer to the second coming of Jesus in the Last 
Days just before the Resurrection, when he will destroy the false doctrine’s that pass under his name.”’ 


Again it is written: "And there is none of the People of the Book [the Muslims] but Must believe in him 
before his death; And on the Day of Judgment He will be a witness against them" (4:159). The footnotes 
clearly name the "he" as Jesus and go on to speculate about his death and return. So here Muhammad tells 
the Muslims they must believe, and he foretells they will be misguided by their clergy, thus Jesus will be 
"a witness against them." In the sura called Ya-Sin, a parable is set forth by Muhammad telling the Islamic 
people of three apostles or prophets which come to a city sent by God. When the people reject the first two, 
they tell the third, "Ye are only men like ourselves; and (God) Most Gracious sends no sort of revelation: 
Ye do nothing but lie" (36:15). Clearly this is a prophetic parable for the Islamic world of today. They do 
not think God will send another Revelation even though it is clearly foretold in their book. They reject the 
return of Jesus and then God deals with them exactly as He prophesied through the Qur'an and all the holy 
books. "Jt was no more than a single mighty Blast and behold! they were (like ashes) quenched and silent.

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Ah! alas for (My) servants! There comes not an apostle to them but they mock him! See they no not how 
many generations before them we destroyed? Not to them will they return: But each one of them all — will 
be brought before us (for judgment)" (36:29-32). 


Muhammad again prophecies of the one to come at the end times. "Say: 'T know not whether the 
(punishment) which ye are promised is near, or whether my Lord will appoint for it a distant term. He 
(alone) knows the Unseen, nor does He make any one acquainted with his Mysteries,--Except an apostle 
whom He has chosen..." (72:25-27). The apostle whom he has chosen is the return of Jesus, the Lamb, as a 
final blessing to the people and nations of the world. 


In the Christian faith Baha'u'llah comes in the “Glory of the father.”’ His revelation brings the laws and 
ordinances for the kingdom of God on earth and thus he is the universal Manifestation, prophesied in all 
the Holy books to usher in a new age of peace and justice. His establisher is the return of the Son, Jesus, 
the Lamb, high priest after the order of Melchizedek. There is an interesting verse in Isaiah that tells of a 
second regathering of Israel. 


In that day the root of Jesse shall stand as an ensign to the peoples, him shall the nations seek, and 
his dwellings shall be glorious. In that day the Lord will extend his hand yet a second time to 
recover the remnant which is left of his people.” 


As mentioned previously, Baha’u’llah regathered the twelve tribes when he was exiled to Israel in 1868. 
Why then does Israel need to be regathered a second time? Baha’u’llah made a Covenant appointing his 
son to be his successor, “the most great Branch,” who was ‘Abdu’|-Baha. ‘Abdu’|-Baha wrote a Will and 
Testament outlining the institutions that would maintain universal peace and justice throughout the world. 
His son died in infancy, thus ‘Abdu’l-Baha adopted a son, a gentile (fulfilling the prophecy that the throne 
of David would be inherited by the gentiles), and appointed his grandson as his successor, who was a 
descendant of the Bab on his father’s side and descendant of David on his mother’s side. (His mother was 
the daughter of ‘Abdu’l-Baha.) He thus created a dichotomy by grafting his adopted son into the Davidic 
lineage and giving his grandson, Shoghi Effendi, conferred infallibility. Since Shoghi Effendi was not a 
male descendant of David, he could not sit upon the throne. Shoghi Effendi thus formed a nascent 
institution, the international Baha’i Council, which is the legislative branch, and the adopted son of ‘Abdu’1- 
Baha as the head or president of this body, the executive branch. Upon his death, these two branches were 
to be his successor. (This is but a brief description of what transpired. To explain in detail is not in the scope 
of this paper). This body was to effloresce into a Universal House of Justice, elected by all the peoples and 
nations of the world. 


When Shoghi Effendi passed away in 1957, those who Shoghi Effendi had appointed as Hands of the Cause 
to assist him in his work, declared that God had changed His mind and aborted the Davidic kingship from 
the plan of God, a direct violation of the Covenant of Baha’u’llah and the Will and Testament of ‘Abdu ’l- 
Baha. Most of the Baha’is around the world went along with this usurpation of the Faith, thus, this newly 
regathered Israel under its new name, were spread throughout the world. 


God would never change His mind as he declared unto David that his throne would endure forever and that 
He would never alter the words that went forth from his lips (Psalm 89). Jeremiah had also written that 
David would never lack a man to sit upon the throne of the house of Israel. The kingdom of God is a literal 
kingdom, the fulfillment of God’s two-part Covenant unto Abraham. This two-part Covenant consisted of 
the rod of wood and a rod of iron that was to become one. It was passed down from Abraham from whom 
would arise kings and a multitude of nations. It then went to his son Isaac, then to Isaac’s son Jacob, and 
then to two of Jacob’s sons, Judah, and Joseph. The part of the Covenant concerning kings (rod of wood),

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went to Judah, and the part concerning the multitude of nations (rod of iron), went to Joseph. The kingship 
sprouting from the tribe of Judah are the Davidic kings that God promised would endure forever. This 
means a continuing line from David to Baha’u’ lah. The part concerning the multitude of nations went from 
Joseph to his son Ephraim, a word that means “multitude of nations.” The kingdom of God is the uniting 
of these two parts, the Davidic king (guardian) as the executive branch, and the body, the legislative branch, 
which is a Universal House of Justice elected by universal suffrage by all the peoples and nations of the 
world, a multitude of nations. 


Because of the violation of the Baha’i World Faith, having eliminated the Davidic king (guardian), Israel 
had to be regathered a second time. This is part of the mission of the return of Jesus, the Lamb, high priest 
after the order of Melchizedek. He takes the scroll, written within and on the back (Rev.5), the Covenant 
of Baha’u’llah and Will and Testament of ‘Abdu’l-Baha, and explains the true meaning. Jesus said he was 
the “root and offspring of David, the bright morning star” (Rev. 22:16). Only Jesus upon his return can thus 
explain the true meaning of the book of Revelation as this is Jesus’ gospel of the kingdom. He is given his 
authority by God having come in the greater Covenant of prophesied name, address, date, and mission, 
exposing the numerous violations committed by the hands of the Cause and the misconceptions within 
Christianity. 


The word “religion” means to unify. Religion is not a mere set of laws, rituals, and dogma. It is the teaching 
and application we apply within us of the spiritual virtues that makes us in the image of God. With the 
revelation of Baha’u’llah all the major religions of the world are united together. Due to the many 
perversions and misinterpretations created by the twisted intellect of man, the human family has been 
divided and the result has been war, hatred, greed, and suffering. 


Jesus stated that the coming of the son of man was likened unto the days of Noah (Matt. 24:37-39). Why 
did he liken them unto the days of Noah? The people of that age had turned away from the laws of Adam 
and God was sorry He had created man and was going to destroy them. He found one righteous man and 
thus sent him among the people to warn them of an impending catastrophe. Noah came with proofs related 
in the Qur’an. 


O my people. Bethink you if I rely on a clear proof from my Lord and there hath come unto me a 
mercy from His presence, and it hath been made obscure to you can we compel you to accept it 
when you are adverse thereto? 

But they denied him, so We saved him and those with him in the ship and We drowned those who 
refused our tokens. Lo! they were blind folk.”! 


And we sent Noah unto his folk (and he said) Lo! Iam a plain warner unto you. That ye serve none 
save Allah. Lo! I fear for you the retribution of a painful Day. The chieftains of his folk who 
disbelieved said: We see thee but a mortal like us and we see not that any follow thee save the most 
abject among us, without reflection. We hold you in no merit above us nay we deem you liars.” 


Noah spent thirty-four years preparing for the flood, attempting to turn the people from their wicked nature. 
Noah warned the people three times that the floodwaters would soon come upon the earth, but the people 
mocked him, denying the proofs that God had sent him to warn them of the catastrophe. 


It is the same today. The son of man, Jesus, the Lamb, has come to establish the kingdom of God on earth. 
His authority is given unto him by God. He also comes as a warner of the impending catastrophe that now

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hangs over the people like the “Sword of Damocles.” 


The return of Jesus, the Lamb is also prophesied within the Dead Sea Scrolls. He is the “Teacher of 
Righteousness.” In the Damascus Document we read the following: 


The King is the congregation; and the bases of the statues are the Books of the Prophets whose 
sayings Israel despised. The star is the Interpreter of the Law who shall come to Damascus; as it 
is written, A star shall come forth out of Jacob and a scepter shall rise out of Israel (Num. XXT, 
17). The scepter is the Prince of the whole congregation...” 


Within the Commentary on Psalms XXX VII found in cave IV an interpretation of verses 23 and 24 is given 
as follows: "The explanation of this concerns the Priest, the Teacher [of Righteousness whom God] 
established to build for Himself the Congregation [of truth...]." The "Congregation of truth" would be the 
same as the "students of the law." In the Commentary of Habakkuk, we read: 


For there is yet another vision (6) relating to the appointed time; it speaks of the end and does not 
deceive. (II, 3a) (7) The explanation of this is that the final time will last long and will exceed 
everything (8) spoken by the Prophets, for the Mysteries of God are marvelous. (9) If it tarries wait 
for it; for it will surely come and (10) will not delay. (II, 3b) The explanation of this concerns the 
men of truth (11) who observe the Law, whose hands do not slacken in the service of (12) Truth 
when the final time delays for them....[But the righteous will live by his faith]. (II, 4b) VIII (1) The 
explanation of this concerns all those who observe the Law in the House of Judah. 


The "Law in the House of Judah" is the same as the new Covenant, the Covenant of Baha'u'llah. The 
Commentary on Habakkuk continues here in stating that the observers of the Law will be delivered from 
the "House of Judgement because of their affliction and their faith (3) in the Teacher of Righteousness," for 
it is the Teacher of Righteousness who established the Law — the new Covenant. That a "star shall come 
forth out of Jacob," means that there would be one to come from one of the tribes of Israel who would be 
the Interpreter of the Law or new Covenant. This Interpreter of the Law is the same individual who is noted 
as being a Teacher of Righteousness. The Interpreter of the Law would not be the one who is the giver of 
the Law. As a scepter denotes authority or royalty, "the Prince of the whole congregation," is a descendant 
of the royal house of David, the promised return of the Messiah, Baha'u'llah. His authority is given through 
the Greater Covenant, the fulfillment of prophecy of name, date, address, and mission. He rules upon the 
throne of David and that through his Covenant, the Kingdom of God is established on earth. The Interpreter 
of the Law is then he who establishes the Law by explaining the meaning of Baha'u'llah's Covenant and the 
Will and Testament of 'Abdu'l-Baha, regathering those who were dispersed after the violation of the Hands 
of the Cause. Again, from the Commentary on Habakkuk: 


1...(16-17) [Look among the nations and see, and you will be astounded, bewildered. For I will do 
a work in your day: you will not believe when] IT. (1) it is told. (1,5). 

[The explanation of this concerns] those who have betrayed with the Man(2) of Lies; for they 
[have]not believed the words of the Teacher of Righteousness (which he received) from the mouth 
(3) of God. And it concerns those who betra[yed the] New [Covenant]; for they did not (4) believe 
in the Covenant of God [and profaned His [h]oly Nam[e]. (5) And likewise, the explanation of this 
word [concerns those who will be]tray at the end (6) of days: they are the violent...who will not 
believe (7) when they hear all of the things which will be[fall] the last generation from the mouth 
(8) of the Priest whom God placed in [the House of Jud]ah to explain all (9) the words of His

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servants the Prophets, by [whose hand] God has told (10) all that will befall His people and [the 
nations]... 


The Teacher of Righteousness is described as "the Priest whom God placed in the House of Judah to explain 
all the words of His servants the Prophets." In another passage the author of the commentary writes: "God 
made known to him all the Mysteries of the words of His servants the Prophets." These statements are 
parallel to verses within the book of Revelation, which state: "...that in the days of the trumpet call to be 
sounded by the seventh angel, the mystery of God, as he announced to his servants the prophets, should be 
fulfilled." Yn a passage from the Hymns, he is called "an interpreter of Knowledge concerning the marvelous 
Mysteries;" he was "the foundation of truth and understanding," as well as "the man by whose mouth" God 
would establish “the teaching" and "within whose heart" he "set understanding, that he might open the 
fountain of Knowledge to all the understanding." He is also described as being he one who knows all the 
secrets of divine revelation. Having the knowledge of divine revelation means he understands all the books 
and teachings of the seven revealed religions. These are the same “seven spirits of God” spoken of in the 
book of Revelation and thus like Baha’u’llah, the universal Manifestation, Jesus, the Lamb is prophesied 
in all the Holy books as the establisher of Baha’u’llah’s Covenant. The “mystery of God” is the two-part 
Covenant, the wood and iron that is to be united. The branch of wood is the male successor on the throne 
of David, the executive, and the rod of iron the elected members of the body of a universal house of justice. 
They are inseparable, functioning together as one. Thus this mystery of God is bound into one mystery, 
which is the plan of God, the Covenant itself. As Paul explained: 


“For he made known to us in all wisdom and insight the mystery of his will, according to his 
purpose which he set forth in Christ as a plan for the fullness of time, to unite all things in him, 
things in heaven and things on earth...that is how the Gentiles are fellow heirs...” 


Paul also wrote that the “eternal purpose of God” is to completely bring the Gentiles into the kingdom of 
God. The end, or the close of the age, will occur after the “times of the Gentiles are fulfilled.” In Revelation 
10:7, it is written, “but in the days of the trumpet call to be sounded by the seventh angel, the mystery of 
God, as he announced to his servants the prophets, should be fulfilled.” The “seventh angel” is the return 
of Jesus, the Lamb. The sounding of the trumpet are his explanations and commentaries of the truth of the 
Covenant. 


This is what is now taking place. The explanations and commentaries of the return of Jesus, the Lamb, are 
being given to the peoples and nations of the world. We thus note that while many of the prophecies 
concerning the “end times” have been fulfilled, not all prophecies have. The very nature of prophecy cannot 
be narrowed to a mere prediction of events; rather, we should consider it as being a higher form of 
education. 


To illuminate, educate and exhort. Prophecy is thus a mirror reflecting the real nature of a people’s 
spiritual condition and also a revelation of the future. It is a stimulus for creative action. And the 
prophet, as a channel of divine intelligence, strives to awaken a people to a realization of its greater 
potential and show how these potentials can be used to cope with impending change.” 


The four winds of destruction are being held back until the full number of God’s chosen have come under 
the Covenant.

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Jesus on his return conquers death, that is, spiritual death for all people, whereas on his first coming he 
conquered death of his body of believers, the ecclesia. Through his explanations and commentaries he 
brings all people under his over shadowing shelter, after putting every rule, power, and authority under his 
feet. 


Then cometh the end, when he shall have delivered up the kingdom to God, even the Father 
[Baha'u'llah]; when he shall have put down all rule and all authority and power. For he must 
reign, till he hath put all enemies under his feet. The last enemy that shall be destroyed is death. 
For he hath put all things under his feet. But when he saith all things are put under him, it is 
manifest that he is excepted, which did put all things under him. And when all things shall be 
subdued unto him, then shall the Son also himself be subject unto him that put all things under him, 
that God may be all in all.®
